The  year  under  review  covers  the  first  whole  year  of  war 
conditions,  and  a  very  brief  siLViinrry  of  health  conditions  is  called  fo:*, 
to  furnish  comparison  with  1939.

Infant  deaths  increased  from  41  to  54. 

Deaths  of  children  betv;een  1  and  5  years 
increased  from  6  to  18. 

Deaths  of  children  between  5  and  15  years 
increased  from  10  to  21. 

Deaths  connected  with  maternity  increased  from  3  to  4. 

Deaths  attributed  to  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
increased  from  36  to  37. 

Deaths  from  notifiable  diseases  increased  from  5  to  8. 

The  total  deaths  exceeded  1939  by  184. 

Apart  from  measles  and  v/hoeping  cough,  which  have  been  made 
temporarily  notifiable.  Infectious  diseases  have  been  stationary  and  lov?, 
except  that  cerebro-spinal  fever,  usually  a  v/rr-time  Incubus,  accounted 
for  14  cases. 

There  have  been  indications  from  observation  at  the  School 
Clinics  and  elsewhere  that  reduction  in  the  usual  consumption  of  natural 
vitemin-bearing  foods  has  led  to  a  lessened  resistance  to  skin  infections 
among  children  of  school  age. 

Generally,  however,  the  health  of  the  people  has  been  well 
mp.intained.  The  influences  of  the  year  have  been  national  rather  than 
local.  In  the  supervision  of  food,  milk,  conditions  of  slaughtering, 
housing  conditions,  drainage,  water  supplies,  etc.,  there  has  been  no 
falling  off  in  spite  of  reduced  staff. 

Maternity  and  child  welfare  services,  school  medical  services 
and  the  special  branches  of  the  latter,  i.e.  orthopaedic,  throat,  dental, 
eyesight,  and  mental  deficiency,  were  all  maintained  in  full  activity’. 

I  have  once  more  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  members  of  the 
Committees,  my  colleagues  in  other  Departments,  and  my  entire  staff, 
office,  outdoor,  and  Hospital,  for  their  continued  co-operation  and 
support .

WATER  SUPPLIES. 


During  1940,  1,016  yards  of  new  distributing  mains  v/ere  laid 
and  the  Borough  scheme  delivered  about  8  million  gallons  less  than  in 
1939.  Filtration  and  softening  plant  were  being  constructed.  In 
December,  the  "total  hardness"  of  the  Borough  water  was  23.4,  while 
that  of  the  local  Company  was  17.5  parts  pfer  100,000.  104,  samples  oi 

water  from  main  supplies  taken  during  the  year  were  all  of  good 
standard. 

Special  Unpiped  Areas.  Ho  change  has  been  effected  during  the  year 
in  areas  referred  to  in  previous  Reports.  Of  38  samples  of  drinking 
water  taken  from  private  well  and  spring  supplies,  13  were  found  to  be 
below  satisfactory  standard. 

CESSPOOLS  AND  SEV/ERAGE. 

42  cesspools  were  connected  up.  10  remained  unconnected  to 
available  sewer,  leaving  a  total  of  566  in  operation  -  15  less  than  in 
1939.  Of  the  42  connected  up,  41  were  at  Creekmoor. 

In  unsewered  areas,  no  advance  has  been  found  practical 
during  the  year. 

POPULATION  AND  HOUSING. 

Several  factors  have  operated  to  break  the  comparability  of  * 
the  tables  given  in  previous  years.  -Evacuation,  reception,  billeting, 
requisitioning,  industrial  migration,  conscription,  are  all  exerting 
their  influence.  • 

Strictly  speaking,  a  decennial  Census  is  due  in  1941,,  but  for 
obvious  reasons  -  the  general  "re-shuffling"  of  many  elements  of  the 
population  in  response  to  industrial  and  other  present  demands,  will 
not  bo  undertaken.

Table  G  enumerates  the  samples  taken  by  the  Inspectors 
under  the  Acts  and  subjected  to  analysis  as  to  genuineness  or  presence 
of  preservative.  . 

Total  of  all  samples,  301.  192  formal  and  109  informal. 

Six  formal  samples  and  5  informal  samples  were  adulterated  =  3,65  per 
cent.  -  below  the  average  for  the  whole  country. 

Average  analysis  of  the  101  genuine  milk  samples:-  Fat  3.75%, 
non-fatty  solids  8.81%,  which  is  very  sat isf actor^i. 

In  the  Canford  district,  in  addition  to  samples  taken  under 
the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts,  26  samples  of  pasteurised  milk  were  taken  under 
the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  Of  these,  5  were  taken  from 
deliveries  to  elementary  schools  under  the  School  Milk  Scheme,  and  3  from 
deliveries  to  Alderney  Hospital.  One  sample,  from  the  School  supply, 
had  not  been  efficiently  pasteurised,  but  as  15  other  samples  (including 
one  takean  on  the  same  day)  from  the  same  firm  were  satisfactory,  this 
can  be  treated  as  an  isolated  case.  All  the  other  25  samples  were 
satisfactory  to  the  Phosphatase  Test  and  bacterial  count. 

Of  10  samples  of  tincture  of  iodine  submitted  during  the. -year, 
one  formal  sample  was  deficient  in  iodine  to  the  extent  of  11.9  per  cent, 
and  three  Informal  samples  were  deficient  in  iodine  to  the  extent  of  22.4 
11.8,  end  6,9  per  cent,  respectively.

Wartime  Control  of  Slaughterhouses . 

In  January,  1940,  10  slaiightcrhouses  in  the  area  were  selected 
by  the  Ministry  of  Food  for  approval.  This  resulted  in  6  of  the  10 
falling  to  be  supervised  by  this  Borough,  2  by  the  adjacent  County 
borough,  and  2  by  adjacent  rural  districts.

Medical  examinations  were  carried  out  and  reports  made  on 
fitness  in  the  case  of  15  candidates  for  designated  posts  in  the 
Corporation  service.  Twelve  passed  the  test,  1  was  rejected,  'and  two 
were  referred  for  examination  later.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES . 

Protection  against  Diphtheria.  1,646  children  received  protection,  this 
be inf  the  largest  figure  sTnee  the  inception  of  the  scheme  in  1929,  and 
413  more  than  in  1939. 

Amongst  unprotected  children  in  the  Borough  there  were  14 
cases  of  diphtheria,  but  no  deaths. 

Hospitals ;  Balter  Hospital  was  not  used. 

Alderney  Hospital.  448  admissions  (see  Table  H) ,  186  being 
Borough  cases.  Of  the  remainder,  Wimborne  Minster  sent  13,  V/lmborne  and 
Cranborne  Rural  District  42,  Wareham  Borough  3,  Wareham  and  Purbeck 
Rural  District  9,  Swanage  3,  other  areas  in  East  Dorset  13,  Christchurch 
42,  Army  troops  135,  and  Bournemouth  1. 

A  virulent  form  of  faucial  diphtheria  was  experienced  in 
Christchurch.  There  were  also  indications  of  the  development  of 
cerebrospinal  meningitis  in  East  Dorset,  52  cases  being  admitted  between 
November  and  December.

At  March,  1939,  the  number  on  the  school  rolls  was  7,616,  and 
the  average  attendance  6,857.  At  March,  1940,  the  corresponding  figures 
are  7,697  and  6,838  respectively.

( 2 )  Evacuated  School  Children  and  Jibe  School  Medical  Service .

The  year  commenced  with  slightly  fewer  than  2,000  unaccompanied 
evacuee  school  children,  and  ended  with  just  over  1,000. 

For 'evacuated  children  suffering  from  scabies,  impetigo, 
enuresis,  and  other  analogous  conditions  temporarily  unsuiting  them  for 
private  billets,  a  refuge  had  been  found  at  an  existing  refuge  home  - 
St.  Faith,  Mount  Road,  Parkstone.  This  Home  .was  taken  over  in  February 
1940,  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Branch  of  the  Ministry,  to 
house  two  small -merged  day  nurseries  from  the  London  Area.  Meanwhile,  • 
the  ’’unbilletables”  had  been  transferred  to  an  existing  foster-home  - 
Forest  Holme,  Seldown,  Poole,  with  capacity  for  26  children.  Later  the 
voluntary  management  of  this- Home  gave  place  .to  Local  Authority  manage-- 
ment  by  requisition.  With  the  falling  number  of  unaccompanied  ovacuoc 
school  children  remiainlng  in  Poole  and  their  gradual  ’cleaning-up'  by 
the  routine  clinics  and  home- visiting  by  School  Nurses,  the  Home 
latterly  has  become  mainly  of  assistance  to  adjacent  rural  areas  of  the 
County,  on  which,*  if  anything.  Increasing  numbers  appeared  to  be 
converging.  Rural  sanitary  conditions,  e.g.  absence  of  baths  and  of 
ample  water  supplies,  undesirable  crov/dlng  on  the  willing  householder,

difficulties  of  effective  preventive  measures  such  as  disinfecting  arid 
disinfestation,  have  militated  seriously  against  the  equally  necessary 
’cleaning-up’  in  these  areas,  and  several  children  had  to  he  re-admitte'' 
with  recurrences  of  scabies  or  impetigo. 

To  meet  another  two  classes  of  evacuees  -  the  post-operative 
convalescent  or  the  temporarily  sick,  and  the  temporarily  un-housed 
owing  to  domestic  exigencies  of  the  householder,  a  sick  bay  and  clearing 
hostel  -  also  of  26  capacity  -  was  opened  in  August,  1940.  Some  of  the 
cnildren  received  in  this  Home  -  ’Soketo’,  Springfield  Road,  Parkstone  - 
wei’e  admitted  on  an  appeal  of  the  householder  for  removal  on  account  of 
undesirable  habits,  dishonesty,  quarrelsomeness,  or  as  uncontrollable. 

In  quite  a  number,  the  allegations  were  not  confirmed,  and  loneliness, 
want  of  interest  in  or  lack  of  understanding  of ■ the  child  mind  could  bo 
counted  as  the  causal  factor, 

(3)  School  Hygiene. 

The  schools  which  loft  most  to  be  desired  in  the  matter  of  clas 
and  gonorhl  school  hygiene  -  St,  James’  Girls  and  Infants  and  St,  Mary’s 
R.G.  School  -  were  temporarily  closed,  the  scholars  being  distributed; 
the  two  infant  departments  were  accommodated  at  Lagland  Street  School, 
and  Sf ,  James’  Girls  and  St,  Mary’s  Mixed  School  at  the  Henry  Harbin 
School,  The  children  of  South  Road  School,  although  one  of  the  more 
up-to-date  schools,  were  also  accommodated  at  Henry  Harbin  School.

(8)  Infectious  Diseases;  Protection  agp.inp.t  D.lplitlieria .  ^ 

In  1939,  492  children  under  school  age  and  738  school  childr  , 
were  protected.  In  1910,. the  corresponding  figures  were  438  and  1,208 
the  largest  Cvnnual  figure  since  commencement  of  the  protecting  scheme 
in  1929. 

(9.)  -  (10)  o  Open  Air.  Bducation  and  Physical  Training  in  Schools, 

Physical  training  routine  was  carried  on  in  the  schools,  but 
lack  of  all-out  effort  and  poor  posture  V'/oro  perhaps  accounted  for  by 
missing  the  daily  lesson,  interrupted  lessons,  or  wearing' unsuitable 
clothing  due  to  war  exigencies ^  The  posture  classes  at  the  girls' 
nior  schools  fulfilled  a  useful  function,  particularly  vrhere  good 
.posture  was  encouraged  at  all  times  during  the  school  day. 

Organised  games  on  'the  fields  wer  -curtailed,  ov/lng  to  junior 
schools  not  favouring  being  far  from  their  shelters. 

Classes  for  swimining  at  the  E5aths  wore  sent  chiefly  by  the 
neighbouring  Senior  Schools. 

(11)  Provision  of  Meals  to  Undernourished  ;Children. 

Issues  of  milk,  v/heaten  biscuits,  and  codldvor  oil  were 
continued  as  in  1939,  All  evacuated  school  children  who  had  been  under 
a  similar  scheme  elsewhere  were  included  in  the  Issues,  Apart  from  the 
"necessitous  group",  339  local  and  89  evacuee  children  received  the 
benefit  on  medical  grounds.  ,■

Parents  contributed  £58.  los.  towards  the  cost  of-  School

Twelve  children  were  examined  for  part-time  employment. 

The  Juvenile  Employment  Bureau  assisted  in  -filling "1,664 
vacancies  (870  boys  and  794  girls).  These  were"  partly  met  by  the  round 
number  of  700  children  leaving  elementary  schools  yearly  (793  in  1940) 
and  also  by  the  earlier  age  of  leaving  the  Grammar  School,  occasioned 
by  the  Increased  demand  for  youth  labour. 

The ■ increase  in  the  number  of  vacancies  filled  (904  in  1939) 
is  due  to  the  provisions  of  the  Essential  Works  Order,  which  provides- 
that  all  vacancies  for  juveniles  shall  be  fille  d  through  the  Juvenile 
Employment  Bureau, 

95  cases  of  different  sorts,  affecting  the  welfare  of  224 
children,  of  which  140  were  of  school  age,  were  Investigated  by  the  . 
local  Inspector  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  In  connection  with  these  cases  300  supervisions  were  made, 
and  422  mlscellanepus  visits  of  enquiry,  - 
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
